VILLA HEADED BANDITS

Thirty-three Persons Killed, and

El Paso, Texas, March T.—Francisco

one of the three, the other two must 
"be found among: Vermont, Connecti- 
cut and Delaware In the north and 
eo»t, with North Carolina, Florida, 
Louisiana and Tennessee among the 
southern states. If the three states 
tire secured, women will have the 
right to vote for president in all states 
at thc forthcoming presidential elec- 
tion. 


Suffrage hns never been a strictly 


party issue. Still, the party which In 
,the end by its signified adherence se- 
curts the ratilicatlon will expect to 
gain something; through tbe prestige 
of its vote. For this reason It is prob- 
able that aa the necessary margin 
•whittles down, there -will be a ru*h to 
get in out of the wet. With so large 
a majority of the states already in its 
lavor, it is at -worst only a rflatter of 
a short period before the amendment 
will be adoptcQ.

About the City. 
Whoever last week was gladly pro- 


claiming that the backbone or winter 
was broken and that hereafter there 
would be only balmy days with per- 
haps an occasional freezing night just 
to delay the thaw and keep the 
streams from destructively overflow- 
ing their banks, certainly has another 
guess coming. On Friday, as every- 
body knows, there was 4 warm wind 
and plenty of rain, and just as all set- 
tled down to cleaning walks, clearing 
gutters and getting ready for the 
spring freshet, the wind veered almost 
instantly, the rain changed to snow 
and before morning ot Saturday there 
had at least nine inches of now snow 
fallen, an amount which by perhaps 
three inches more uas augmented 
during the day. 


Had the snow been content to stay 


in jvhatexer place it fell, th« condition, 
though bad enough, would not have 
been so serious. 
Unlike, however, the 


earlier snowfalls of the winter, it was 
accompanied by high winds from the 
north, \\hich piled the new snowfall 
into drifts of formidable and often 
prodfgious size. As a result all the 
steam and trolley roads and the high- 
ways leading to the city were blocked, 
and traffic of eveiy kind was prac- 
tically *at a standstill, throughout the 
day, and to a scarcely less extent on 
Sunday. It is statrd that to so great 
an extent was the traffic on the state 
roads abandoned that not a single 
vehicle of any kind passed over the 
state road through Milford during the 
day, and that near Cooperstown the 
only on.e was the slfeigh of a dairy- 
man living about a mile below the 
village, who managed to negotiate the 
drifts and reach his eustomeis at the 
county seat. 


The Oneonta Dairy companj, which 


on Saturday was to some extent ham- 
pered by the fact that a number of 
the dairymen furnishing its supply 
were not able to reach the city, used 
a degree OX discrimination on Sunday 
in its deliveries, endeavoring to supply 
the hospitals and families where there 
were small children, even if it were 
necessary to omit a few of the other 
deliveries. It received more milk Sun- 
day and inquiry last evening from the 
office elicited the information that It 
is expected to reach all customers to- 
day, and to have a full supply t>> 
Tuesday. 


Sidewalks on the residential streets 


of the city, which previously had been 
in very good condition were eo badly 
drifted that it was impossible to open 
them. 
The snow plow, however, wa» 


active, and by its efforts a track 
through the niiddle of most of the 
streets was kept open, and of it both 
pedestrians and such vehicles as of 
necessity were out availed themselves. 
Sunday afternoon the city was fairly 
emerging from the snow, and the out- 
look now is very favorable should 
there be no recurrence ot high winds.

At various times and frequently Mr. 


Butler has spoken In all the leading 
cities of the State and many of its 
smaller towns, either !" public cam- 
paigns or it semi-public gatherings, 
upon nearly all the topics fundamental 
to the State's welfare. 


He has been especially Identified 


with the movement for good roads in 
rural districts, emphasizing In many 
wa; • to the public mind the economic 
aad social advantages certain to ac- 
crue from the connection of the small 
towns In rand districts to each other 
and the larger communities by means 
of systems of hard surfaced highways. 


He has been a constant and close 


student o* the questions affecting tlie 
distribution of tlie State's farm prod- 
acts with an efficiency and economy 
which would Insure, at once, fair prices 
for the fanner and reasonable charges 
to the consumer In the cities. The 
object of all the plans which he has 
suggested has been the standardization 
and stabilization of prices and the 
avoidance of waste, whether In the 
cost of handling and distribution or In 
excess profits of the middlemen.

public control, co-operative buying in 
large centers of population and other 
movements toward efficiency. 


Before the Constitutional Conven- 


tions of 1904 and 1915 he supported 
the movements for the Introduction of 
a State Budget system, reorganization 
and simplification of the present very 
elaborate system of State boards and 
commissions and the development of 
a system of State waterways with a 
view of reducing transportation costs 
on the heavier and bulkier forms of 
freight, this latter as a means toward 
the reduction of high living costs. 


In public speeches he has urged that 


the transportation system of New Tork 
should and could be matte a model for 
the world in economy, efficiency and 
actual profit to the people and that 
public authority and private enterprise 
might combine with regard to It in a 
manner so that not only the railways, 
hut the trolleys, canals and public 
roads, might co-operate efficiently for 
the good of all tbe people in tbe State 
without loss to any worthy interest and 
with gain for all In the transportation 
of passengers and the delivery cf 
goods. 


Democracies Lack Foresight. 


He has Insisted that one of the his- 


toric defects of democracies has been 
lack of foresight New Tork City, for 
instance, as he said recently, has both ' 
imperiled the quantity and increased 
the cost of Its food and water supply, 
multiplied by many times tlie difficul- 
ties of Its local transportation systems. 
and even jeopardized Its position as a 
great port of entrance by lack of vision 
in its policy with regard to docks and 
means of handl!r? shipping, local and 
overseas, thus not only threatening its 
own interests as a great port, but those
